BEFORE HAILSTORM 


N MIDAFTERNOON 


Swift Moving . Downpour 
Reaches Here in 15 Min- 
-utes From St. Charles— 
Quickly Passes. 


accompanied by a 
strong wind, drenching rain and 
darkness, passed over St. . Louis 
from west to east this afternoon. 
The storm moved swiftly, travel- 
ing from St. Charles to St. Louis. 
about 17 miles, in 15 minutes. The 
storm was part of a meteorological 


disturbance which centered in 
Southwest Missouri. 

Approach of the storm was ler- 
alded by darkness as deep as nicht. 
Lights were turned on in office 
buildings and on automotiles. [en 
eame the hail which fell heavily 
enough to cover the ground, 

The storm was at its height ooly 
three or four minutes, then passed 
over to the east. All St. w-uis 
County suburbs reported it and it 
covered every section of St. iuis, 
Only slight damage was done to 
trees and light and telephone lines. 

With the advent of the storm 
telephone exchanges were swamped 
in what Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. officials declared was 
probably the highest peak-of phone 
traffic in the conipany’s history 
in St. Louis—greater even than 
hat of the first few minutes after 
the 1927 tornado. 

The peak reached its height at 
3:05, when stenographers and 
clerks were rushed to the switch- 
boards in the manual exchanges to 
help the operators handle the thou- 
sands of calls from business of- 
fices in the downtown district to 
homes in the outlying district, and 
from homes to offices.

The rush subsided almost as 
quickly as it began and business 
returned to normal. Only then 


'were the telephone offices enabled 
to get calls through to determine 
the damage front the storm, which, 
as stated. was neglibigle. 

At some points in 
there was slight damiuge. Twenty- 
three toll circuits out,of St. Louis 
were knocked out by the disturb- 
ance, and all the lines between Jop- 
lin and. Kansas City were put out 
of commission. 

Government Forecaster Nn 
said that the storm was not an 
unusual disturbance to occur with- 
in a region of low atmospneric 
pressure. The “low” that caused 
its origina was just east of Spring- 
field, Mo., when the storm struck 
downtown St. Louis at 3 o'clock. 


Five-Inch Snowfall Over North- 
Central Missouri. , 
By the Associated Press.

ZEPPELIN AGAIN FLYING 
TO PERNAMBUCO, BRAZIL

GIBRALTAR, March 21.—The 
German dirigible Graf Zeppelin 
passed over this place at 4:02  p. 
m, today on its flight from Fried- 
richshafen; Germany, to Pernam- 
buco, Brazil. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
March 21.—The Graf Zeppelin left 
here at 12:34 this morning on its 
first 1932 nonstop flight to Per- 
nambuco, Brazil. 

The Graf was under command of 
Dr. Hugo Eckener and carried nine 
passengers and 220 pounds of 
freight ‘and mail. A landing at 
Pernambuco was planned for to- 
morrow with the return voyage 
scheduled for March 25. The trip 
is the first of four planned during 
March, April and May. 

The Graf will take its usual 
route across Southern France .to 
Gibraltar, and along the African 
Coast to Dakar, and thence across 
to South Atlantic.

NEW YORK, March 21. — The 
“Tiger Room” conference, at 
which, it is charged, a number of 
the friends of Alfred E,:- Smith in 
the late summer of 1928, on the 
promise they ‘would never have to 
pay, signed a blanket note for 
$225,000 to cover up illegal con- 
tributions to his campaign : funds, 
was in the courts again today. 

Supreme Court Justice John 
Ford reserved his decision on a mo- 
tion by the County Trust Co., which, 
it is charged, advanced the money 
to the Smith campaign fund to va- 
cate a previous court order where- 
by imothy J. Mara, who says he 
was one of the signers, was to be 
permitted to examine Orie R. Kel- 
ly, president of the company, be- 
fore the trial of the company’s 
$50,000 suit against Mara. 

The County Trust Co. is suing 
Mara and Patrick F. Kenny, a 
Yonkers plumbing contractor, for 
$50,000 and $20,000, respectively, 
on notes which they signed in 1928 
and 1929, and which they have not 
paid. 

Mara and Kenny both say they 
signed the notes to cover up con- 
tributions from the County Trust 
Co. to Smith’s campaign fund, and 
were told when they signed them 
they would never have to make 
good on them. Contributions by 
the bank would have been in vio- 
lation of the Corrupt Practices Act. 
Statements Contradicted by. Raskob 

The story told~by both defend- 
ants—and denied by John J. Ras- 
kob, Democratic national chairman 
—is that in the late summer of 
1928 they were summoned to the 
Tiger Room, a _ recreation room 
maintained by William F. Kenny, 
millionaire contractor and intimate 
friend of the former Governor, in 
an office building he owns on West 
Twenty-third street. It is called 
the Tiger Room because it is dec- 
orated with pictures of tigers. 

There, they say, a number of 
Smith’s friends signed a blanket 
note for: $225,000 to the County 
Trust Co., of which the late James 


Smith, was then president. This 
was done, they say, “to accommo- 
date Raskob,” who was supposed 
to make good the notes later. Some 
time later, they say, the $225,000 
blanket note was split up, so that 
Mara signed a note for $50,000, 
and Kenny, who is no relation of 
William F. Kenny, signed one for 
$20,000. Both say they never re- 
ceived any of the money them- 
selves. Both have said that Gov. 
Smith was entirely unaware of the 
transaction. 

The story first came out Satur- 
day, from the defendant, Patrick 
Kenny. “There were eight or nine 
of us who were played for suckers,” 
he‘said, “and I don’t intend to keep 
on with that role any longer. We 
didn’t ask for this line of credit at 
the bank. We were sent for by 


of the trust company, just before 
the 1928 election. 

“Mr. Riordan said to me: ‘P. F., 
a few of us had a little meeting 
last night and decided we would 
have to get more money for the 
Smith campaign.’ ‘He said Mr. 
Raskob and William F. Kenny were 
present and that W. F. Kenny said, 
‘Let’s see whom we can put down 
in the tiger room.’ ”’ 


Kenny, the defendant, then said 
that among those who were sum- 
moned to the “tiger room” and 
who signed /the blanket note at 
Riordan’s request and later sizned 
individual notes were: Public 
Service Commissioner George R. 
Van Namee, $10,000; John F. Gil- 
christ, then Transit Commissioner, 
$50,000; Daniel F. Reardon of the 
United States Trucking Co., &2p.- 
000; Daniel J. Mooney, counsel ior 
the County Trust Co., $106,000: 
Dennis A. Harrington, wholesale 
meat and provision dealer, $2{,- 
000; James J. Riordan, $590,000. 
and James P. Geagan, $10,000. 

Others, whom he did not name, 
signed notes bringing the amount 
up to $225,000, he said. 

“Alleges Unlawful Scheme.” 

Mara, in his formal answer to 
the suit, admits signing the note, 
but states he did so at the plain- 
tiffs request “in furtherance of a 
fraudulent and unlawful! scheme to 
conceal a payment between the 
plaintiff for, or in aid of, the Dem- 


,,ocratic National Committee.” 


Kelly, now president of the 
County Trust Co., joined with Ras- 
kob in denying the charge. 

“The trust company never at any 
time, directly or inuirectly, con- 
tributed to any political campaign 
fundt” he said, “and any such al- 
lJegations are entirely untruve.”’ 

Raskob, in a statement last aight, 
said: “Both as chairman of ihe 
Democratic National Commitree 
and as a director of the Co ipty 
Trust Co. I know that the defense 
against the trust company wy P. 
F. Kenny is entirely faise.” 

Following Raskob’s denial, P. F. 
Kenny reiterated his previous state- 
pment. 

Kenny absulved former Gov. 
Smith from any part in the trans- 


action, saying: “Poor Al, he didn’t 
know anything about it.”

1S. TAXON GIFTS 
WITHIN THO YEARS 
F DEATH INVALID 


Supreme Court Rules on 
Cases From Delaware and 
Pennsylvania — Stone, 
Brandeis Dissent. 


DECISION UPHOLDS 
APPEALS BOARD 


Revenue Officers Say Ac- 
tion Will Not Cause Great 
Loss to Government— 
80 Pct. Goes to States. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
section of the revenue act, declar- 
ing all transfers of property with- 
out an adequate consideration, 
made within two years of the death 
of the donor, taxable as a part of 
his estate, was declared invalid to- 
day by the Supreme Court. 

Justice Stone dissented and read 
an opinion giving his reasons for 
his views. 

The question was presented in 
two cases from Delaware and Penn- 
sylvania. The Government had 
sought to tax gifts of property 
made by William du Pont and John 
W. Donnan to their children. The 
executors of their estates appealed. 

The gifts in the two suits in- 
volved sums totalling more than 
$8,000,000 which the Goverment 
had contended was taxable. 

Justice Sutherland’s opinion said 
that the provision in question could 
not be sustained as imposing a gift 
tax, “because the intent of Con- 
gress to enact the provision as an 
incident of the death tax and not 
as a gift tax*is unmistakable; and 
because if construed as imposing a 
gift tax, it is in that aspect stil 
so arbitrary and capricious as to 
cause if to fall within the ban of 
the due process clause of the fifth 
amendment,” 

Stone said that in 78 cases In- 
volving gifts in excess of $120,- 
000,000 the Government was un- 
successful in efforts to collect the 
tax. In 56 of these cases, he add- 
ed, the gifts were made within two 
years of death, two of the donors 
being over 90 when they died. 

He said’ these cases and others 
he cited showed that the section 
which the majority declared was 
invalid was necessary to stop the 
drain on revenues from the estate 
tax. Justice Brandeis joined him 
in his dissent. 

The decision upholds that of the 
United States Board of Tax Appeals 
that the two-year clause was un- 
constitutional. Phe board’s deci- 
sion was made in a case filed by 


James J. Riordan, then president [the estat« of Robert Todd I. incoln, 


son of President Lincoln, who had 
set aside a trust fund for Mrs, Lin- 
coln. 

Internal Revenue officials said 
that the decision would not cause a 
great loss to the Government but 
that it would require refunds of a 
few million dollars in cases which 
have arisen since 1926. They point- 
ed out that 80 per cent of the es- 
tate tax now goes to the states. 
The decision was interpreted by 
them as not affecting the law tax- 
ing gifts made in contemplation of 
death but merely that clause mak- 
ing a general rule that all gifts 
made within two years of death are 
made in contemplation of death. 

Prior to 1926 a tax on gifts was 
in operation, but it was repealed 
because of difficulty of administra- 
tion and because the Government 
found it hard to prove that they 
had been made in contemplation of 
death. 

Justice Stone said that the Gov- 

ernment was successful in ,only 
about 23 cases involving $4,250,000 
and that it lost in the balance of 
the total of 102. 
He added that the tax held _ in- 
valid today was imposed to stop the 
loss of revenue to the Government 
through inoperation of the _ gift 
tax. 


The Government will continue to 
tax estates under the revenue act 
as it did before passage in 1926 of 
the section invalidated by the Su- 
preme Court, in the opinion of at- 
taches of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment here. 

Before that time, the Collector 
of Internal Revenue made an’ as- 
sessment on property which he con- 
sidered had been transferred with 
intent to evade taxes and the bur- 
den of proving the intent was on 
the Government. ‘Invalidation of 
the 1926 section returns the bur- 
den of proof to the Government.

‘Note, Reported Found on 
Bird in Connecticut, 
Says, ‘“‘All Lines Unsafe;

SECOND SUCH PAPER 
WRITTEN AS PRANK 


Boys in Pennsylvania Put 
Statement on Leg of Car- 
rier, Which They Let in 
Front of Store. 


By the Associated Press, 
HOPEWELL, N. J., March 21.— 


Investigators in the Lindbergh kid- 
naping sought today to learne the 
significance of a carrier pigeon 
note, .which, as reported to New 
Jersey police, read: 

“All lines unsafe. Kid in yacht. 


Making no port. Well-trained care 
outside United States jurisdiction. 
Return bird.” 

The note, police said, was 
reported to have been in code and 
found on a bird beaten down in a 
Connecticut storm. /The informant, 
who said he did not see the note, 
told the police it was decoded by a 


bootlegger, whom he refused _ to 
name. 

Investigators said today a mes- 
sage found on the leg of a dead 
carrier pigeon in East Stroudsburg, 
Pa., which was at first believed 
might have-.some connection with 
the kidnaping case, had been writ- 
ten by several boys as a prank. 

The investigators said the boys 
found the pigeon last Saturday. 
wrote the note on a small piece of 
paper and attached it to the pig- 
eon's leg in a crude manner with 
string. They said they then placed 
it in front of a store in the Brod- 
headsville section, where it was 
ound Saturday morning by Leroy 
Bond. Bond and Charles Stein, a 
Deputy Sheriff, brought the mes- 
sage to Hopewell. 

Text of Fake Sscenian 

On the paper was written: 
“Pulled off the job in fine order. 
Made a clean getaway. No one 
even suspects me, Will meet you 
Monday as planned. Will have the 
dough with me, Yours, Red.” 

Investigators said the Dove told 
their parents of the prank omlearn- 
ing of the excitement it had Caused. 

A police bulletin today _ said: 
“Several people were interviewed at 
these headquarters vesterday, pur- 
porting to have information con- 
cerning the case. In each of these 
instances the information was of- 
fered in confidence and this confi- 
dence will be respected. All of the 
infortnation so received is now be- 
ing investigated.

Bodies of Dr. Carol S. Cole 
and Hal George Taken 
From Wreckage of Craft 
on Island Near Steuben- 
ville, O. 


MAIL SHIP FALLS :

She Was on the Way to the 
Bedside of Her Daughter, 
Who Is Sick in New York 
—Craft Met Disaster in 
Fog.

STEUBENVILLE, 
—The bodies of Dr. Carol S. Cole, 
woman physician of St. Louis, and 
Hal George, airplane pilot of Co- 
lumbus, were recovered from a 
wrecked mail passenger plane in 
the Ohio River at Brown's Island, 
six miles notth of here late today.

STEUBENVILLE, O., March 21. 


—A-mai!l plane carrying Dr, Carol 
Skinner Cole, St. Louis physician, 
to the bedside of her sick daugh- 
ter in New York, crashed near 
here about 3 a. m. today after the 
pilot had asked by radio for wea- 


ther reports. 

Parts of a plane, a flying suit, 
and a dozen mail sacks were found 
on the West Virginia side of the 
Ohio River this. afternoon at 
Brown’s Island, five miles north 
of here. 

A Steubenville flying service pilot 
and his woman passenger reported 
this afternoon that they had sight- 
ed a wrecked plane in the Ohio 
River, on the eastern side of 
Brown's Island, Boats were sent 
out to investigate. A woman’s hat 
and a film container sent from Los 
Angeles were among the articles 
recovered. Additional mail sacks 
washed ashore brought the total of 
sacks recovered to 16. The mail, 
which was water-soaked, was 
brought to the postoffice here. 

S. D- Fulmar, flying a «mall 
plane, landed on Brown’s Island. 
He said he saw the fuselage of a 
plane partly submerged in water 
at the edge of the island. Fulmar 
was unable to reach the wreckage 
because of the thick undergrowth. 
A barge, equipped with a crane, 
will be sent to the island to raise 
the plhne. It is thought that the 
body of Dr. Cole and probably of 
George will be found in the wreck- 
age. 

Two residents of the neighbor- 
hood, who found the articles; re- 
ported that there was no trace of 
Dr. Cole or Pilot Harold George. 
Officers of the air line expressed 
the opinion that the finding of 
George’s flying suit indicated that 
the flyer had attempted to swim 
to shore after landing in the river. 

A report from Dam No. 10, in 
the Ohio River, states that part of 
a wing and a wheel of a plane 
were found there. It was regard- 
ed probable that George may have 
mistaken the lights of the dam for 
an emergency landing field, and 
descended there.

OKLAHOMA LAWS REGULATING 
SALE OF ICE HELD INVALID 


Set Aside by U. S, Supreme Court; 
Justices Brandeis and Stone 
Dissent, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—QOk- 
lahoma laws regulating the sale of 
ice were set aside today by the 
Supreme Court. Justices Brandies 
and Stone dissented from the ma- 
jority opinion, which held that the 
State had no power to interfere un- 
necessarily with private busfmess or 
impose unnecessary restrictions on 
it. 

The decision added that states 
had no power to enforce such laws 
as those in Oklahoma which might 
prevent persons who wanted tc 
manufacture and sell ice from go- 
ing into the business. States, how- 
ever, the Court said, might impose 
reasonable regulations under which 
anyone who desired might sell ice. 

The case came from Oklahoma 
City, Ok., where the State had 
placed the sale of ice under the 
control of its corporation commis- 
sion.

In a letter to Representative La 
Guardia, the independent Repub- 
lican from New York, who has the 
leadership of those opposing the 
proposed sales taxes, Secretary 
Mills said the propositions put fbr- 
ward by La Guardia as a substitute 
for the Ways and Means Committee 
bill would fail by $530,000,000 to 
yield the amount of revenue need- 
ed. A copy of the letter was sent 
to Acting Chairman Crisp of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The House Ways 
Committee, in a spirit of compro- 
mise, later decided to exempt ail 
food, wearing apparel, farm imple. 
ments and prescribed, medicines 
from the sales tax. The decision 
thought to go far toward beating 
down opposition to the 2.25 per 
cent levy on manufactured articles, 
eliminates approximately $150,- 
000,000 from the revenue of $5695,- 
000,000 expected from the levy un- 
der the original program. 

Acting Chairman Crisp said “the 
committee must get something else 
to make up the difference.” That 
a compromise will be reached 
seoms virtually assured in view of 
a statement made by Representa- 
tive La Guardia (Rep.). New York, 
that his fundamental objections to 
the bill would be removed if food 
and clothing and medicine were 
exempted. 

Vote Delayed Several Days. 

The leaders were unable to clear 
the way for a decision on the sales 
levy and the fight over the propo- 
sition will be delayed several days, 
Acting Chairman Crisp was in-

10 other officers who had been on 
duty during the night. As the car 
approached the mine, members of 
the crowd hurled stones at it. The 
officers drove back to Nelsonville 
and reported the incident to Hen- 
derson at Columbus und to Sheriff 
Wayne Wingett of Athens County. 

The guard observers estimated 
there were about 1500 men in the 
Millfield district today, and many 
of them were said to be armed with 
rifles and shotguns. 

Railway Trestle Dynamited. 

A series of minor outbreaks dur- 
ing the last six weeks was followed 
yesterday by the dynamiting of a 
railroad spur trestle and the ston- 
ing of five mine executives ov @ 
group of men reported to number 
about 150. 

The disorders resulted from re- 
ports of the reopening today of 
the No. 6 mine and of the Ick 
run mine of the Hocking & Athens 
Coal Co. The operators were re- 
quested by the Adjutant-General 
to keep the pits closed temporarily. 

Early this morning striking min- 
ers gathered at Millfield for a 
inass meeting. Speakers renewed 
their cautions against violence. 

Direct communication with Muill- 
field was not possible because 
telephone lines were cut. Reports 
from Millfield were made to the 
telephone operator at Chauncey, 
about three miles south. 

“Professional agitators’ were 
blamed by Gov. White for the dis- 
orders. 

In a staiement recalling r2cent 
instances of intimidation of work- 
ing miners and threatened destruc- 
tion of property, he ordered units 
of the Ohio National Guard ‘“‘to be 
prepared to move to the district 
immediately in the event further 
contempt of the law is shown, or 
the continuance of acts which 
threaten the loss of life and ,»rop- 
erty.” 

Gov. White’s Warning. 

“This violence, this disgraceful 
lawlessness, can no longer be (tol- 
erated,” he said. “It will be sut 
down by force of arms if necessary 
and those found guilty will be sum- 
marily punished. Laws, rights and 
privileges have been dragged in 
the dust and those responsible 
must suffer the penalty. 

“Those striking have the right 
to strike and to picket, and I shall 
protect them in the exercise of 
their rights. But they do not have 
the right to assault or shoot at 
persons desiring to work, or the 
right to destroy property. Those 
who wish to work and make a liv- 
ing for their families have the right 
to do so and I shall afford them 
the protection which is their 4ue.” 

The strike in the Hocking Valley 
fields began Feb. 1. The miners, 
dissatisfied because of the refusal 
of the operators to recognize the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
walked out when a uniform wage 
scale was put into effect. The scale, 
declared by miners to represent a 
25 per cent reduction, gives $38 a 
day to laborers and 35 cents a ton 
to loaders. The uniform’ scale, 
said by operators to be necessary 
to meet competition from other 
states, was put into effect after 
owners declined to deal with com- 
mitteés. representing the United 
Mine Workers. 

Following the strike, two repre- 
sentatives of the National Miners’ 
Union arrived in the district for 
organization purposes. The Na- 
tional Miners’ Union is opposed to 
the United Mine Workers, which 
says it has the support of a major- 
ity of the Hocking Valley men, 

The disturbance yesterday, as re- 
ported by National Guard observ- 
ers in the fields, had its origin in 
the dynamiting of the trestlé lead. 
ing to No. 6 mine. 

Andrew Chute, assistant foreman 
of the mine, was injured seriously 
when struck in the head with a 
stone. A barrage of stones laid 
down on an automobile carrying 
four mine executives resulted in 
slight injuries to the following men: 
‘Enoch Blower, mine fire boss; Her- 
bert Porper, guard; Pete McKin- 
ley, superintendent; and Oral 
Daugherty, former officer of the 
United Mine Workers and now em- 
ployed by an operator.

‘There was an awful 
crash—then I found myself out- 
side.’’

Mowed Down 12 Rows of Trees. 

Witnesses expressed the opinion 
the pilot became confused in the 
dense mist, although the ship was 
on its course from Phoenix,, Ariz. 

The main gasoline tank exploded 
and the plane burned. Parts of 
the ship were scattered over an 
area 200 feet square. Twelve 
rows Of trees were mowed down in 
the 75-yard plunge of the  tri- 
motored ship across the ground. 

The power line broke and the 
whole district was thrown into tem- 
porary darkness except for’ the 
flashing of disturbed dynamos in a 
nearby power house and the flames 
of the airplane. 

Radio Messages on Weather.

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Proposed Income Tax-Rates, if 


Applied to Estates Above $50,000, 
Would Yield $960,000,000 Yearly 


Congressional Committee’s Experts Prepare 
_ ‘Figures Based on Lower Exemptions 
Than Are Now Previded.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Tax 
experts employed by the joint con- 
gressional committee on internal 
revenue taxation estimate that if 
the income tax rates proposed by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in the pending revenue bill 
(rates running to a maximum of 40 
per cent on the amount of income 
over $100,000) were applied to 
estates, and the $100,000 estate ex- 
emption were reduced to $50,000, 
the Government could expect to 
collect annually $960,440,540. 

Assuming that the Government 
allowed the same credit that is 
now allowed on account of inher- 


itance tax payments to the states, 
the Government Would have left 
$867,224,540. 

This net revenue is $714,000,000 
more than the net estate tax rev- 
enue provided by the bill as draft- 
ed by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The committee’s bill calls for an 
exemption of $100,000, the same 
as now allowed, before taxation on 
an estate begins. From that peint 
the t4x rate increases by degrees, 
like the tax on incomes, until it 
reaches the proposed maximum of 
40 per cent instead of the present 
20 per cent. But there is this vital 
difference between the income tax 
scale and the estate tax scale: the 
former reaches the maximum of 
40 per cent (using again the pro- 
posal of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee) on income over $100,000, 
whereas the 40 per cent maximum 
on estates applies only to the 
amount over $10,000,000. ‘ 

This difference accounts for the 
great disparity between the amount 
of revenue estimated as the Fed- 
eral Government’s share under the 
pending bill—$153,000,000—and its 
share under a scale of rates iden- 
tical with the income tax scale. 

In the words of Congressman 
Lewis (Dem.), Maryland, at whose 
request the foregoing figures were 
compiled, the committee’s bill re- 
quires, in the case of incomes, ‘that 
the citizen pay the 40 per cent rate 
on a one-story building, while in 
the case of totally unearned income 
inherited from a descedent, the 
beneficiary is not required to pay 
the 40 per cent ratio till the struc- 
ture réaches 100 stories. 

The detailed estimates of the tax 
experts are based on the expectan- 
cy of the transfer by death of net 
estates totaling $3,131,300,000. A 
few examples from the tables will 
show how Léwis’ proposals would 
work, in comparison with the 
workings of the taxes proposed by 
the committee. 

Under the committee bill a net 
estate of $70,000 would pay no tax 
because of the $100,000 exemption. 
Under La&vis’ proposals a tax would 
be paid on the amount over $50,- 
000, and this tax would amount to 
$1260, or 1.8 per cent of the total 
net estate. On hn estimated 7500 
estates in this bracket, of a total 
net value of $525,000,000, the total 
tax would be $9,450,000—which is 
an item that does not figure at all 
in the prospective yield from the 
com mittee’s bill. 

The next bracket on which esti- 
mates are made:is that of estates 


|with an average net value of $120,- 


000. It is calculated that thesé 
number in the course of a year 
1835 and have a total nét value of 
$220,200,000. From each of these 
$120,000 estates, the committee’s 
bill would take $400 in taxes, which 
would produce a total yield of 
$734,000, or 0.33 per cent of the net 
value of thé estates. Lewis’ propo- 
sals would take an averave tax of 
$13,260, or a total of $24,332,100, 
which is 11.05 per cent of the 
value. And sO on up. 

At the top, an estate of $10,400,- 
000 would pay a tax of $2,827,000, 
or 27.18 per cent, under the com- 


740,860, or 45.58 per cent, under 
Lewis’ suggestions. 

Higher estate tax:. are urged 
primarily because of their ultimate, 
rather than their immediate effect 
on the budget. The inheritors of 
an estate are allowed 18 months 
for settlement before they are re- 
quired to make any payment of the 
tax. No increase, therefore, can be 
reflected to the full in the budget 
on which Congress is now working 
—that for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933. ewis and the others 
who are calling for higher rates 
than those proposed by the com- 
mittee are doing so with an eye to 
the future, though of course they 
have in mind the desirability. of 
any gain that may accrue to the 
1933 budget. Any such gains de- 
creases the amount that the bill 
will seek to raise from excise taxes. 
In any event, 
high estate taxes pelieve that the 
bill ought to be made to produce, 
for the fiscal year 1933, more than 
the $35,000,000 estimated to result 
from the committee’s proposed es- 
tate and gift taxes. 


One of the foremost authorities 
in Congress on the estate tax is 
Representative Ramseyer (Rep.), 
Iowa. Ramseyer, who is interested 
in seeing high estate taxes written 
into the law as a permanent policy 
of Goyernment, estimates that in 
recent years the total State and 
Federal collections of inheritance 
taxes have been at the rate of 
about $180,000,000 annually, of 
which about $60,000,000 has been 
going into the Federal Treasury. 
Great Britain collects in death du- 
ties about $420,000,000. Our na- 
tional wealth is four times that of 
Great Britain. On a proportionate 
basis, the Unitied States would col- 
lect $1,600,000,000 annually. 

Ramseyer recently got from the 
tax experts of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Internal Rev- 
enue Taxation a table of rates 
showing how the present total rev- 
enue from estate taxes, $180,000,- 
000, and could be raised to $415,- 
000,000. This table assumes an ex- 
emption of $50,000. The rate would 
be 1 per cent on the first $10,000 
above the exemption, 2 per cent on 
the amount from $10,000 to $20,- 
000, and so on upward to 45 per 
cent on the amount over $15,000,- 
000. 

The net value of the estates sub- 
ject to these rates is estimated at 
about $4,000,000,000, so that the 
average rate of the tax would be 
about 10 per cent. 

All plans for increasing the es- 
tate taxes carry with them, . of 
course, a gift tax, which is lacking 
in the present law. A gift tax is 
held to be necessary in order to 
prevent evasions of the estate tax. 
In the committee’s bill, the gift tax 
is stopped at 30 per cent, as com- 
pared with the 40 per.cent maxi- 
mum on inheritances. The com- 
mittee adopted this 10 per cent dif- 
ferential in the hope that it would 
induce the division of estates be- 
fore death and thereby increase the 
Governmeént’s collection in the fis- 
cal year 1933.

OF MAIL FRAUD

Minneapolis Promoter and 
Associate, H. H. Henley, 
Found Guilty on Four. of 
17 Counts.

21.—Wilbur B. Foshay anc’'H. H. 
Henley, founders of the Foshay 
enterprises. were convicted on four 
of 17 counts of using the mails to 
defraud, by a Federal Court jury 
at their second trial today. 

Judge Joseph W. Molyneaux sen- 
tenced each to serve an aggregate 
of 15 years:in the Federal Peniten- 
tiary ‘at Leavenworth, Kan., and to 
Pay a fine of $1000 each, with a 
Stay of 42 days in which to move 
for appeal. 

The jury of 11 men, the second 
to hear the case, returned the ver- 
dict on its sixth day of considera- 
tion. The first jury last fall dis- 
agreed. 

Foshay and Henley were re- 
leased by continuing their appear- 
ance bonds in force. 

The first trial lasted eight weeks, 
ending in disagreement of the jury 
when the only woman member of 
the panel made a solitary stand for 
more than a week for acquittal. 
Later this yoman, Mrs. Genevieve 
A. (lark, was found in contempt 
of court for failing to dislose 
when examined that she was a for- 
mer Foshay employe. She has ap- 
pealed this finding, which result- 
ed in a sentence of six months in 
jail and a fine of $1000. 

The verdict marked another 
chapter in the life of Foshay, who, 
in 1917, after a career as an art 
student at Columbia University, 
as a clerk and minor executive 
with utilities companies, estab- 
lished his own business here in a 
one-room office. 

Buying small utilities préperties 
in rural sections on the part-pay- 
ment plan, he began marketing se- 
curities on a small scale, but with 
steady success. Then he branched 
out, added Henley as his chief as- 
sistant, and expanded rapidly in 
1925. In 1927 and 1928 he mar-., 
keted his own securities at the 
rate of more than $1,500,000 
monthly. 

In 1929 his sales dropped, and 
he was forced to make loans at 
high interest rates. Finally he 
was unable to get further loans, 
and a receivership was ordered on 
Nov. 1, 1929. Foshay properties 
were credited with a value of 
more than $60,000,000 at one 
time, but the Government in the 
trial alleged that. the promoters 
consistently exaggered values to 
stockholders and prospective in- 
vestors.

Director of Federal Employ- 
ment Stabilization Board 
Appears Before Construc- 


tion League. 


Advance planning of municipal 
public works patterned after a sys- 
tem: adopted by the Federal Em- 
ployment Stabilization Board was 
advocated in a paper by D. H. 
Sawyer, director of the board, read 
today before the Construction 
League of the United States, which 
opened a two-day meeting at Hotel 
Statler, 

Although the board was created 
by the last. Congress, it has devel- 
op hedules of improvements to 
run through 1938, the paper stated, 
involving more than 100 agencies 


|of construction and maintenance. 


“There is’ nothing incompatible 
in an orderly program which, an- 
swers the specifications of a re- 
lief measure,” it explained, “and a 
program which answers the normal 
specification of national usefulness 
and the allocation of its propor- 
tionate share in governmental ex- 
penditures.”’ 

Referring to municipal planning, 
it stated that “if cities ‘will fore- 
see their physical improvements 
and after an analysis give pub- 


there should result a forward step 
in quieting those who allege mal- 
administration and at the same 


treat city improvements as a relief 
measure in periods of stress.” 
Preliminary Steps. 

Steps suggested as a preliminary 
to such a system include consulta- 
tion of city officials, civic leaders, 
representatives of civic organiza- 
tions, and technical advisers. This 
group would be able to avail itself 
of the information supplied by the 
Federal Stabilization Board, -in- 
Cluding reports of construction 
agencies of the Government. It is 
then necessary to prepare an or- 
dinance providing for the advance 
Planning schedule.

“Most of the beggars on the 
street and in the residence districts 
ure skilled in that art, and prac- 
tice it because they find it profit- 
able. They are not, as a rule, un- 
employed men and women reduced 
to begging. Most of them are pro- 
fessionals, and the more pitiful 
their story or their appearance, 
usually the less deserving is their 
case. 

“Many Amass Fortunes.” 

“These apparently cruel state- 
ments are based on facts. Studies 
have been made of the histories of 
St. Louis beggars, and some have 
been taken, into court and given 
jail sentences. These studies have 
revealed that the mendicant preters 
-begging jo employment or institu- 
tional care. They also show that 
many of the beggars have amassed 
fortunes from plying their profes- 
sion.” 

Smith answered questions sug- 
gested by the over-subscribing of 
the Crisis Campaign fund, which 
was set originally at $600,000, but 
for which more than $1,100,000 has 
been subscribed. To the inquiry, 
“Can some of us cut down on our 
subscriptions ?’’ Sm ‘th replied: 

“Absolutely not. The Citizens’ 
Committee will require every cent 
that has been pledged in the Crisis 
Campaign, together with an equal 
amount from tax funds, to meet 
the needs of the unemployed be- 
fore conditions return to normal. 
The committee has always endear- 
ored to disburse its funds with the 
utmost economy and _  discrimina- 
tion.

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FRAUD CHARGED IN-ELECTION — 
OF NORTH GAROLINA SENATOR 
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FNATOR WHEELER 
SAYS. ROOSEVELT 
WILL SWEEP WEST 


Montanan Returns to Capi- 
tal From Tour of Own 
State, North Dakota, 
Minnesota and Illinois. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Sen- 
ator Wheeler of Montana, returned 
to the Capital yesterday with a pre- 
diction that the entire West would 
support Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
for the Democratic Presidential] 
nomination, and in the election too 
if he wins at Chicago. 

One of the leading Congressional 
advocates of the New Yorker, 
Wheeler returned from a tour in 
his behalf, that took him into 
North Dakota, Illinois, Minnesota 
and Montana. He said he found all 
indications there pointing toward a 
Roosevelt victory. 

The Montanan joined Senator 
Frasier,’ North Dakota Republican 
Independent, in the view that the 
North Dakota primary law made it 
mandatory on the 11 Republican 
delegates, chosen last Tuesday, to 
support Senator. France of Mary- 
land, who won the preference vote. 
President Hoover was not entered 
for the preference vote, but nine of 
the 11 delegates elected were 
pleged to him and two for a “Pro- 
gressive.” ~ 


Law Never Tested. 


North Dakota officials declined 
to rule on the contention, although 
James Morris, State’s Attorney- 
General, said by precedent the 
State’s delegations were not bound 
by the preference decision. He 
conceded the law was ambiguous 
and never had been tested. 

Agseuming Roosevelt would be 
nominated. Wheeler said leaders of 
both parties in Illmois thought the 
New Yorker would take that State 
by a “tremendous majority,” that 
Minnesota would give him at least 
100,000 majority and North Dakota 
and Montana 25,000 or 30,000. 

“As far as the entire West is con- 
cerned,” he said, “there is no ques- 
tion that if Roosevelt is nominat- 
ed he will sweep that country. In 
my judgment he will come down 
to the Chicago convention with in- 
structed delegates from every state 
west of the Mississippi.” 

Declaring he had never seen “so 
much unrest” in the Middle and 
Far West, Wheeler said he wanted 
to warn the “reactionary Demo- 
crats that the Democratic nominee 
has got to be a progressive liberal, 
in sympathy with the farmers.” 

California Garner Siate. 

Wheeler's views coincided with 
other week-end political deveilop- 
ments, which included the filing of 
a delegate slate pledged to Speak- 
er Garner in California and an in- 
dorsement of former Gov. Harry F. 
Byrd for the presidential nomina- 
tion by the “Fighting Ninth” Con- 
gressional District Democrais in 
Virginia. 

It will be a three-way fight in 
the California primary, with Smith 
and Roosevelt slates contesting 
with that ‘avoring Garner. The 
Garner slate is headed by William 
G. McAdoo,

Presidential election. 

In contrast, less than one-third 
of the population of the United 
States was drawn to the polis for 
the November, 1928. contest be- 
tween Hoover and Alfred E. Smith, 
the most sharply contested Presi- 
dential fight of recent years. 

President von Hindenburg fell 
just 167,752 short of getting the 
majority necessary to elect him, 
but he is expected to win easily 
when the run-off election is held 
April 10. The total vote for Hin- 
denburg was 18,661,736, out of a 
total of 37,660,377 cast for all 
Presidential candidates. 

Germany has a total estimated 
population of 62,000,000, while the 
population of the United States is 
approximateiy 120.000,0008 Yet 
the United States was able to poll 
only 36,879,414 votes for all Presi- 
dential candidates in 1928. or 780,- 
963 less than all the German can- 
didates received. 

Suffrage is universal in Germany, 
just as it is in the United States. 
All men and women over 21 are 
permitted to vote without any 
property qualifications or other 
limitations. 

Polling places are carefully 
guarded and there has been no 
charge of fraud in the German 
Presidential election. 

Of course, the electioneering in 
Germany was spectacular to a de- 
gree. Hitler, the Nationa! Social- 
ist candidate, is a show man the 
equal of America’s most adept poll- 
ticlan. Me promised the scrapping 
of all treaties and agreements 
charged with Germany's financial! 
situation. His young Fascist sup- 
porters, including sons of the for- 
mer Kaiser, held tremendous ral- 
lies and feught their way from one 
end of the New Republic to the 
other. 

Hindenburg confined his person- 
al campaign to one speech, which 
was broadcast. 

Elections in Germany and many 
other European countries are held 
on Sunday, which European poll- 
cians believe insures a heavier 


vote.

R.C.A. OFFER TO SETTLE 
SUIT REFUSED BY U. 5 


Justice Department Wants Case 
Begun Before Summer ‘If 
It Is to Be Tried. ’ 


iated Press. 
7 WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 


Justice Department has informed 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
that the Government desires to 
have the trial of its case against 
the Radio Corporation of America 
and others “begun before the 
summer vacation if it is to be 
tried.” 

A report frém the Attorney-Gen- 
eral receivéd in response to a Sen- 
ate resolution was made public by 
the committee. It disclosed that 
the department had declined a 
setlement of the case “which would 
involve acquiescence to the contin- 
‘uance of the existing contractual! 
restriction on competition among 
the Radio Corporation, General 
Electric Co. and the Western Elec- 
tric Co.” and to “the Westinghouse 
Co. continuing to be substantially 
interested in the Radio Corporation 
along with the General Electric 
Co.” / 

Attorney-General Mitchell ex- 
plained that the defendants had 
sdught Government acquiescence on 
these points if they should agree to 
create a patent pool which would 
open up their patent control to the 
general public. 

-To indicate the department’s 
stand he transmitted a letter ad- 
dressed to the defendants Oct. 15, 
1931, which said: 

“Your letter advances the argu- 
ment that with the creation of an 
open patent pool there would be 
sufficient competition from outside 
the companies named to satisfy the 
public need and that the require- 
ment of competition between them 
is not called for by economic rea- 
sons. 

“‘Whether such a proposal can be 
entertained depends, of course, on 
whether the existing arrangements 
and relations between the defend- 
ants are or not in violation of the 
anti-trust laws. It is hardly nec- 
essary to Say that we have no au- 
thority to agree to the continuance 
of an arrangement which is for- 
bidden by law. 

“However much in the public in- 
terest we may consider an open 
patent pool to be, we could not pos- 
sibly justify the creation of such a 
pool at the price of acquiescence in 
an illegal combination between the 
defendants themselves.”

MEXICAN BANDITS 
WRECK PASSENGER 
TRAIN FROM U. 8. 


Band of 30 Closes In’ on 
Coaches After Locomo- 
tive Hits Rail Which They 
Had Loosened.

Eleven Americans arrived at their 
destinations in Mexico safely to- 
day, after escaping from bandits 
who wrecked an International pas- 
senger train yesterday near, Mari- 
scala, Queretaro State. 


The train carried three Pullman 
cars from St. Louis and San An- 
tonio. The fireman and an ex- 
press messenger were killed, but 
soldiers, acting as a train’ escort, 
routed the bandits before they 
could rob the passengers. 

Officers of the Mexican National 
Railways today considered aug- 
menting train escorts. Soldiers 
scoured the hills above Mariscala 
seeking the bandits. eo « 

The wreck was caused by a rai 
which the bandits had loosened and 
which the train hit at normal 
speed. 

Hardly had the dust settled when 
the bandits, about 30 in number, 
closed in. The detachment of sol- 
diers was immediately organized 
and drove back the attackers, kill- 
fng one of them. 

In the checkup the conductor 
was missing, but he soon appeared 
on an engine from Mariscala with 
more soldiers who joined in the 
pursuit. 

The motive for the attack is sup- 
posed to have been robbery, al- 
though former Provisional Presi- 
dent Emilio Portes Gil, on his way 
back to Mexico from France, would 
have been aboard the train had he 
continued direct to Mexico City 
after leaving Laredo. 

Among the Americans abodard the 
train were J. D. McCarty and S. R.

Two other attempts t@® wreck 
trains near Queretaro were averted 
yesterday.

BUENOS AIRES, March 21.—A 
decision is imminent in Brazil on 
whether Getulio Vargas, de facto 
President, or another will restore 
ccenstitutional Government in the 


Republic. Rio Grande do _ Sul, 
Vargas’ native state, has deserted 
his regime, charging he has de- 
layed unduly the restoration of 
legal Government, following his 
seizure of power two years. ago. 
Unless the President is successful 
in placating his Southern Brazilian 
Cabinet colleagues at a conference 
at Rio de Janeiro today his posi- 
tion may become untenable. 

Gen. Flores da Cunha, Governor 
of Rio Grande do Sul, left yester- 
day from Porto Alegre for Rio, 
summoned by Vargas for a confer- 
eli\ce on the situation. Unless the 
two succeed in patching up their 
differences, indicg.ions were that 
the powerful Southern state of Sao 
Paulo also would withdraw its sup- 
port.

‘The Menace of Spot Zoning. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR recent editorial, calling atten- 
y tion to the menace of “spot zoning,” 

emphasizes the necessity of careful 
consideration before further demoraliza- 
tion of property values is caused by the 
continuous breaking down of the zoning 
ordinance of the city. Apparently the 
average property owner is not aware of 
the dangers to real estate properties, 
both residential and commercial, which 
result from each unsound amendment of 

the zoning ordinance, 

The studies of the y Plan Commis- 
sion show clearly that the areas zoned 
for commercial use are far in excess of 
any present or probable future needs for 
many years to come. Whenever, there- 
fore, a building in a residential district 
is zoned for commercial use, we have 
the following adverse results: 

The surrounding residential proper- 
ties are diminished in value because of 
the invasion of the neighborhood by a 
commercial building. 

Legitimate commercial areas, al- 
ready ample in extent, are deprived of 
occupancy and thereby reduced in 
value. 

Even the occupant of the commer- 
cial building in a residential district 
is handicapped by his location and by 
the resentment of the owners of other 
property in the area affected. 

The only person apparently benefited, 
and then only for a temporary period, is 
the owner of the property spot-zoned, 
who profits at the expense of other prop- 
erty owners for a time. 

The greatest menace to property own- 
ers in St. Louis today is the lack of con- 
tinuous security in present and future 
values. Lenders on real estate security 
are unwilling to lend on residences un- 
less assured that values will not be im- 
paired by changes in the character of the 
neighborhood in which they are located. 
Loans on commercial properties are dif- 
ficult to secure unless commercial areas, 
already too large, are not diluted further 
by spot zoning in other areas which draw 
away from such commercial’ districts 
business which should . be carried on 
therein. 

The zoning ordinance should be 
strengthened, not weakened, by the 
Board of Aldermen; because further un- 
justifiable changes in the zoning plan will 
destroy values, impair the ability of own- 
ers to pay taxes and result ultimately in 
an instability of property values which 
will cause serious hardship to all prop- 
erty owners.

Doubts Efficacy of Shorter Work Period. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ie a recent editorial, the Post-Dispatch 


comes out rather emphatically for the 

shorter work period. It all sounds 
very well, but I wish someone would ex- 
plain in detail how’ the shorter period 
will solve the unemployment problem, 
even to any great extent where con- 
tinuous processes prevail. It seems to 
me a Wholly restrictive measure whose 
initial effect will be to lower production 
and lower the national purchasing power. 
For more than two years now, our ac- 
tions have been restrictive, closing up, 
drawing together, hoarding. People 
have been spending less; now we are go- 
ing to let them work fewer hours so 
that they will have still less to spend, 
so that still less will be produced for 
them to buy. 

Our reaction to the present situation 
should be expansive. This statement will 
be met with the argument that we have 
had too much expansion. Very true— 
expansion ‘of the wrong kind, based on 
inflated values built up on borrowed 
money instead of true values based on 
production paid for with earned wages. 

The Post-Dispatch states truly that 
“to provide work for all, jobs will have 
to be spread out in some such manner,” 
but the shorter work period will not pro- 
duce this effect. An effect cannot be 
brought about by legislation. Witness 
prohibition, Quite recently one of our 
local public utilities inaugurated the 
five-day week. Because it was produc- 
ing more service than could be  con- 
sumed? No; because business has fallen 
off to an appalling degree. The short 
work week was accompanied by a con- 
siderable salary cut. Have they taken 
on any more workers? 

In order to consume, the consumer 
must earn. Reform must begin with the 
workers. This country has never really 
felt the purchasing power of a fully em- 
ployed nation. When it does so, it can 
thumb its nose at foreign markets. True, 
it may need a little intelligent concerted 
action to put the people back to work, 
but, surely, we who placed several mil- 
lion men under arms in less than two 
years and made the world safe for 
democracy (sic) can summon sufficient 
energy, courage and intélligence to make 
America safe for the American worker. 
Industry was expanded then on nothing 
but the hot air of war necessities and 
war loans that produced only uncollect- 
able debts.

NOT A LORD BOUNTIFUL. 

Some of our railroad executives seemed to think, 
after the creation of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, that all they had to do was to go'to Wash- 
ington and “ask and it shall be given unto you.” Mr. 
Hoover has punctured that illusion. Examination 
of the situation has persuaded him that the finan- 


He estimates the necessities of the major roads dur- 
ing the current year will be from $300,000,000 to 
$400,000,000. He calculates the Railway Credit Cor- 
poration will be able to provide from $50,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 of the needed relief. And if the objec 
tives sought for are attained—restored employment 
and stability in the financial structure of the coun- 
try—he is convinced the railroads will be able to do 
their financing in the normal way of bond renewals. 

The President’s intervention is timely and his ad- 
vice to the railroad executives will, of course, be ap- 
proved by public opinion. That advice, as we under- 
stand it, is for the executives to lay aside the no- 
tion that the Government is ready to play the part 
of Lord Bountiful. The Government, like the Lord, 
will help the railroad managers who help themselves. 
That is excellent counsel. ” 

A number of the railroads have sought and ob- 

tained substantial loans from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, among them the Wabash, Frisco 
and Pennsylvania. The decline in business does not 
account entirely for their financial distress. If the 
Wabash had not bought Lehigh Valley stock at $100, 
which is now selling for $16; if the Frisco had not 
plunged in Rock Island; if the Pennsylvania had not 
tried to get control of the Wabash; in a word, if the 
directors had kept this money in their treasuries, 
instead of embarking on expansion programs, in eva- 
sion of the spirit, if-not the letter, of the Transporta- 
tion Act, they would be in much easier circumstances 
today. 
This custom of effecting mergers by stock pur- 
chases and the holding-company device has been 
sharply criticised by Mr. Eastman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and events have rather vin- 
dicated his judgment. He would correct the abuses 
incident to the custom by placing-the holding com- 
panies, like the operating companies, under the su- 
pervision of the commission, which would be author- 
ized to abolish interlocking directorates and voting 
trusts as inimical to public policy. It is not appar- 
ent that Mr. Hoover shares Commissioner Eastman’s 
views in this respect, but in tightening the Govern- 
ment’s purse strings and informing the railroads that 
they will have to get out of their difficulties on 
their own power, assisted by the Government only 
to the extent that sound business practice warrants, 
his position is unassailable. 
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AVIATION IN THE ‘SEPRESSION. 
The official statistics on flying for last year have 
just been made public, and tell the story of how our 
newest form of transportation fares in time of de- 
pression. As was to have been expected, the sale 
and manufacture of flying craft declined. The num- 
ber of manufacturers was reduced to 110 from 215 
in the previous year. Sales of planes, motors and 
parts fell from the $53,466,000 of 1930 to $49,097,000. 
Miles flown by commercial and civilian planes declined 
to 145,000,000, a decrease of some 20,000,000 miles. 
Scheduled flying, however, had nothing to do with 
this loss, for the decline was entirely in the business 
of sight-seeing craft, instruction planes, flights for 
making pictures and similar activities. The commer- 
cial lines actually showed an increase of 20 per cent 
in mileage. Since 1925, ‘however, the air transport 
lines annually had doubled their previous year’s 
mileage, until 1931. With most other lines of busi- 
ness showing considerably reduced figures for the 
year, the fact that air transport can show a gain, 
even though a smaller one than in the past, is a good 
omen for its development when normal times return. 
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ONLY “PLEASANT” PICTURES OF WAR. 
George Palmer Putnam wanted to publish a book 
that would be.a “document against war.” Realizing 
the truth of the old Chinese proverb, “A picture is 
better than 10,000 words,” he set out to gather photo- 
graphs portraying its horrors. When he sought the 
War Department’s permission to use some of.the 
Signal Corps’ pictures portraying the gruesome side 
of the late war, he was rebuffed. Gen. Carr, Signal 
Corps chief, said it would be “against public policy, 
not ethical, not decent,” to give out such pictures; 
that it would harrow the feelings of Gold Star moth- 
ers; hence, “only those photographs which show the 
pleasant features of war can be released.” 

This comes near to being a candid confession that 
if the public knew the true facts about war, the milli- 
tary men would have to lament with Shakspeare’s 
Moor: “Farewell the plumed troop and the big wars 
that make ambition virtue! ... O, farewell, pride, 
pomp and circumstance of glorious war! ... Othello’s 
occupation’s gone!” Pictures of way’s “pleasant fea- 
tures”—dress parades, cozy evenings in billets, mess 
lines, pay days, soldiers on leave—these are ethical. 
But the horrors of shrapnel, gas and flame, of mud, 
cold and fatigue, of mutilated men writhing on bat- 
tlefields and in hospitals—these are taboo, lest they 
spoil the business of war, which this nation bas re- 
nounced as an instrument of national policy. 

Henri Barbusse and Eric Remarque portrayed al] 
these things in words, and it was not found. “public 
policy” in France, Germany or America to restrain 
them. It would require a strong. stomach to look 
upon some of the horrible depictions of modern war 
that might be produced. But it is infinitely better 
to be revolted by the pictures than to have their 
reality again thrust upon us. We are glad that Mr. 
Putnam has obtained his pictures elsewhere and will 
publish his book. It will be an unpleasant but a 
highly useful vclume. 
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ATLANTA WOWSERS LOSE. 

When Mayor Key of Atlanta publicly stated prohi- 
bition was a failure, he committed a heresy that fur- 
nished grounds for a movement to remove him from 
office. The wowsers, under a banner awesomely la- 
beled “Greater Atlanta Prohibition and Law Enforce- 
ment League,” started the petitions going. When Mr. 
Key ventured to defile the Southern Sabbath calm 
by authorizing picture shows for charity on that day, 
he added fuel to the flames. The Mayor so shocked 
the finer sensibilities of Atlanta’s professional good 
people that he was forced to give up teaching his 
Sunday school class, and promptly assembled a larg- 
er group outside churchly jurisdiction. There were 
other issues in the ouster campaign—a row over bo- 
nuses for public contractors, a labor angle, discussion 
over salary reductions in eity jobs—but the fight 
raged hottest on moral matters.

GARDENS FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


The success of gardening activities in providing 
food for the unemployed last year leads the Prest- 
dent’s Organization on Unemployment Relief to urge 
that the work be taken up again this spring, and on 
a larger scale. Here is a method that gives help 
where it is needed, and without the pauperization 
of outright donations. The unemployed get work, 
and the crops are a return from their labors, with a 
most wholesome effect on group morale. Vacant lots 
and idle tracts near the cities are, put to a good so- 
cial use by the plan. ’ 

The returns from gardening, whether sponsored 
by cities, industrial firms, organizations or individ- 
uals, are very large as compared with the monetary 
outlay required. The community gardens at Colum- 
bus, O., cost $983, with 270 families totaling 1400 
persons taking part, and produced vegetables valued 
at $13,000. The Chicago & Illinois Midland Rail- 
road sponsored gardens covering 23 acres at Spring: 
field, Il., at a cost of $1250 and a return of $10,000 
in food. Detroit, with a fund of $18,000, financed 
2765 gardens, over 300 acres, which preduced food 
valued at $218,000. 

The Health-Thrift Community Gardens project has 
been organized in St. Louis, under the leadership of 
Julius A. Baer, and arrangements have been made 
to cultivate two extensive tracts of ground. This is 
an admirable nucleus, but the movement should be 
expanded here to give work and food to more of 
our estimated 90,000 unemployed. In this connec- 
tion, the importanee of canning these garden prod- 
ucts should not be overlooked. St. Louis passed up 
the opportunity to establish a municipal] cannery last 
summer, while thousands of bushels of fruits and 
vegetables went to waste in adjacent farm. areas. 
Welcome Inn canned about 30,000 quarts, the St. 
Louis County Welfare League put up 3000 cans, and 
an East St. Louis group conducted a cannery, but 
these barely touched the possibilities of preserving 
food for the winter. 

Other cities were not so negligent, and carried on 
extensive canning activities, under municipal or or- 
ganization sponsorship, along with their gardening 
campaigns. This lightened the burden on community 
chests and public relief, while providing. the needy 
with wholesome foods they could not have bought. 
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RICHARD BARTHOLDT. 

Richard Bartholdt lived to the ripe old age of 76, 
He was one of the few men in our political mutations 
to serve more than “Twenty Years in Congress,” a 
period of service that has been given the impact of 
historical identity by James G. Blaine’s memoirs. Such 
a service is ordinarily the way of the political war- 
rior, dotted with Marengos, Austerlitzes, Trafalgars, 
Waterloos and ultimate Helenas. There was no roar 
of battle in Mr. Bartholdt’s career, scarcely a scar of 
controversy. He walked amiable paths, knew most 
of the notables of his day, spent much of his enthusi- 
asm and energy in the promotion of peace, commuted, 
so to speak, between Germany and the United States, 
bowed farewell to his peace dreams when the World 
War ground’ them into debris, wrote his book in the 
mellow twilight, and, all in all, found life a generous, 
indulgent taskmaster. 
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PUBLIC LANDS AND THE STATES. 

Mr. Hoover in a recent message to Congress 
again urged action on the proposal to turn publig 
lands back to the states, a plan he first suggested 
in August, 1929, and which was approved by his Pub- 
lic Domain Committee, with certain reservations, last 
March. The Land Utilization Conference, held in 
Chicago last November, dissented from this view, as 
related in an article reprinted on this page. 

With the large acreage of marginal land that now 
is one factor in the agricultural depression, the hand- 
ing over of 280,000 square miles, four times the 
area of Missouri, to the states and thence into private 
hands, would aggravate this grievous problem. Such 
a step would return to probable exploitation the lands 
held under Federal authority as part of the notable 
conservation program launched to save the country’s 
natural resources. These lands, chiefly grazing tracts 
in Western states, apart from their slight market 
value have great potential worth in the matters of 
controlling floods and stream flow, regulating ero- 
sion, for irrigation storage and for possible uses as 
recreation areas, game preserves and reforesting pro- 
grams. Many of these considerations are of inter- 
state character. 

Two bills now are before Congress embodying the 
presidential commission’s recommendations, and com- 
mittee hearings on them are now going on. With 
@ growing public understanding of the issues in- 
volved, Congress should be moved, before taking ac- 
tion, to consider seriously the words of Congressman 
French of Idaho: “The values of these lands are such 
that the welfare and prosperity of the people of a 
mighty empire are dependent directly upon the fidel- 
ity with which the lands are administered.” 
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THE LAME DUCK WAVE. 

It is now a little more than a week since the 
states were officially notified that the Norris amend- 
ment to abolish the “lame duck” session of Congress 
was ready for their consideration. Yet five states 
have already announced ratification. Virginia, whose 
Legislature did not wait for official word from the 
Department of State, was soon followed by New York, 
and now, within a few days, Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Kentucky have joined to speed the proposed 
amendment on its way to a place in the Constitution. 
Thus, a seventh of the required numberf of states have 
already registered approval. It is a tribute to Senator 
Norris, of whom the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
truly says that his statesmanship “bulks big in these 
times.” 
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A NOVEL THEORY. 

In refusing Senator Dearmont’s invitation to speak 
from the same platform, Francis M. Wilson has 
evolved a novel theory of politics.

Agriculture and the Public Domain 


While Hoover committee would turn public lands to states, with private ownership as 
ultimate goal, Chicago conference lays many of agriculture’s troubles to this policy; 
experts feel national forests and conservation would be endangered by the step; 
continued governmental control of the areas in the public domain is held essential. 


From American Forests. 


ECLARING that the economic and so- 
D cial difficulties of agriculture today are 

to a considerable degree traceable to the 
American policy of encouraging the rapid 
transfer of public lands to private owner- 
ship, the Land Utilization Conference, held 
in Chicago last Nov. 19 to 21 on the call of 
Secretary of Agriculture Hyde and the As- 
sociation of Land Grant Colleges and Uni- 
versities, went on record for retention in 
Federal ownership of the grazing ranges 
of the publi¢ domain. These lands, the 
conference declared, should be administered 
by the Government, “in a manner similar to 
and in co-ordination with the national for- 
ests” in order to assure their conservation 
and rehabilitation. 

This is the first of 18 recommendations 
made by the conference. The second is that 
the watershed lands of the West, because 
of their interstate character, should likewise 
be administered by the Government. It is 
of special significance that these recommen- 
dations’ take issue with President Hoover's 
Public Domain Committee, which would 
have the public lands turned over to the 
states with the ultimate objective of passing 
them to private ownership. 

In view of the divergence of the recom- 
mendations, it is appropriate to consider the 


groups making them. The recommendations: 


of the Land Utilization Conference represent 
the majority judgment of over 300 men emi- 
nent in almost every field of economics, 
agriculture and conservation. They have 
studied for years the problems of land use 
and ownership in its bearing upon national 
welfare no less than regional welfare and 
with particular/reference to American agri- 
culture. Thefr views may he accepted as 
the best and most mature thought in the 
nation in respect to land matters. 
- . - 

The Public Domain Committee, on the 
other hand, was made up of some 20 per- 
sons selected by the President from among 
attorneys, engineers, lumbermen, publishers, 
editors, authors, state land commissions, 
former Senators, Governors, etc. This group, 
meeting perhaps a half dozen times, formu- 
lated recommendations for the disposal of 
180,000,000 acres of land by the simple 
route of giving it to the states to be sold 
at public auction. A reading of the com- 
mittee’s report forces the conclusion that it 
did not fully grasp the national -economics 
of the problem with which it had to deal. 
The declaration of the Land Utilization Con- 
ference in Chicago and « comparison of the 
character of the two groups strengthens that 
conclusion. 

That the view taken by the Chicago con- 
ference expresses the position of American 


. agriculture is borne ‘out by’the fact that the 


National Grange—probably the largest or- 
ganized group of agriculturists in the coun- 
try—at its sixty-fifth annual meeting last 
December adopted a land policy in which it 
declared: “The remnants of the public do- 
main should not be turned over to the 
states, but a comprehensive national land 
policy should include provisions for better 
consolidation of Federal and state holdings, 
and for the administration of the public 
land, through reforesting or otherwise, so 
as to insure conservation and avoid im- 
proper use of this nattral resource.” The 
Grange further asserted that the surface 


uses of land under Federal control should 
be intrusted for administration “entirely to 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and so far as practicable to a single 
bureau charged with their conservation.” 

* a ~ 

American Forests has previously ex- 
pressed the view that the proposals of the 
Public Domain Committee are not based 
wholly upon sound principles of land use 
and national conservation. 
based upon the belief that turning the wa- 
tershed lands over to the Western States 
for administration and public sale will not 
affect their rehabilitation and conservation, 
and upon the further ground that the com- 
mittee’s plan contains elements believed to 
be highly dangerous to the integrity of the 
national forests. The fact that hastening 
this vast domain into private ownership 
through state channels of salesmanship wili 
indirectly add to the burdens of American 
agriculture is one more reason why the pro- 
posal should be subjected to radical revision 
by’ experts in national land planning and 
utilization. 

It seems inconceivable that the American 
public will approve disposal of its public 
domain after a hasty study by a committee 
composed largely of non-experts in land 
problems, eminent though they may be in 
their respective fields, especially when jead- 
ers in agriculture, conservation and land 
economics disapprove. Nevertheless, that 
issue is squarely before Congress. A bill 
has been introduced: which if passed will 
harden into law the recommendations of the 
Public Domain Committee. The provisions 
of this law merit an expression of public 
opinion tod members of Congress. The grant 
proposed would be one of the largest in the 
history of our public lands, and its passage 
might well prove in the years to come the 
greatest blunder in the history of public 
lands stewardship. P 

PHILIPPINES DEPEND ON US. 

Raymont! Leslie Buell in Current History. 

HE grant of independence to the Phil- 
T opines hinges less upon Filipino politi- 

cal capacity or ability to resist external 
aggression than upon the question of eco- 
nomic independence. Although the aim of 
the administrative and educational policy of 
the United States in the islands has been to 
stimulate self-government, the economic 
policy dictated by Washington has made the 
Philippines artificially dependent upon the 
United States, 

Had the system of non-discriminatory tar- 
iffs béen established, levying equal duties 
upon all imports, regardiess of origin, a 
vigorous foreign trade would have devel- 
oped with Japan, China, Indo-China and the 
Dutch East Indies. But, despite the protest 
of the Philippine Assembly, the American 
Congress many years ago inaugurated free 
trade between the Philippines and the Unit- 
ed States. At the same time exorbitant 
duties have obstructed trade with foreign 
countries, such as China or Japan. 

Thus the economy of the islands has be- 
come dependent upon the American market, 
7000 miles away. An immediate independ- 
ence, by abruptly closing this markét, would 
jeopardize the economic and financial ex- 
istence of the islands.

the signatures of the 37 Senate and 
House members, said: 

“We regard the power question, 
in its economic, financial, industrial 
and social aspects, as one of the 
most important issues before the 
American people in this campaign 
of 1932. : 

“Its political significance cannot 
be overestimated and must chal- 
lenge the attention of those inter- 
ested in any progressive movement 
or measure. The reason is plain. 
The combined utility and banking 
interests, headed by the Power 
Trust. have the most powerful and 
widely organized political machine 
ever known in our history. 

“This machine co-operates with 
other reactionary economic, indus- 
trial and financial groups. It is 
strenuously working to control the 
nomination of candidates for the 
presidency and the Congress of 
both dominant political parties.” 

That is as far as the Congression- 
al signers went. 

“Power Trust President.” 


The document concluded that 
President Hoover, if re-elected. 
would “remain a power trust Presi- 
dent.” 

Taking up the positions of 
Democratic Presidential possibili- 
ties, it said Speaker Garner would 
“aid and sign such measures as the 
Norris Muscle Shoals bill and select 
appointees to various positions 
dealing with power, having the 
public viewpoint.” 


Gov. Roosevelt, tt added, would 
“assist and sign measures for pub- 
lic ownership, operation and ade- 
quate distribution df power for ma- 
jor public power sites.” \ 

Former Gov. Smith’s record on 
power was declared to be “mixed 
and has become more so since 
1928, making it difficult to forecast 
future action,” although it was said 
he would “favor the Norris bill for 
public operation of Muscle Shoals 
and like sites, but use his influence 
for private distribution of the pow- 
er.” 

Newton D. Baker was classed as 
a “public jnterest’” power man 10 
years ago, but the document said 
he had grown “far more conserva- 
tive’’ since and would. “make a 
power trust President.” 

“From the viewpoint of the 
banking and utility interests,” it 
continued, “Gov. Ritchie would 
doubtless make as safe and sound a 
President as Mr. Hoover. In this 
respect they differ only in party la- 
bels.”’
